least 
known among' (lie iioletihle places in 
Southern California, is iliis beautiful 
and enterprisin<s little city of Ana­ 
heim. 
TJiret* or four years ujjo, 1 re- 
iitfinher seeing distrihuted aliout in 
some of the towns of tip. western 
States, and published in the newspa­ 
pers, 
tin* prospectus of this, until 
then, un-heard-of colony. 
I had not 
then the remotest idea of ever visit­ 
ing the place or o f recording 
its 
growth. 
That il should attain tin* 
prominence ami degree of prosperity 
it now enjoys, Avithin so few years, 
was senreely hoped for hy its most 
sanguine citizen. 
Those who originated tin* Anaheim 
Colonization schem e, and labored for 
its success, have now just cause to lie 
proud of their enterprise. 
To the suc­ 
cess of this, is attributable, in a great 
measure, the success o f the neighbor­ 
ing settlem ents, the growth of which 
scent as marvellous as that of Ana­ 
heim. 
When the projected improve­ 
ments are made in its irrigating facili­ 
ties, which, when com pleted, w ill ena­ 
ble all to have water enough, and to 
spare, Anaheim will receive another 
impetus to further its growth: 
* , 
'in give anything like a m inute ac­ 
count of the past history and present 
aspect of tin* city and vicinity, would 
tie attem pting too m uch at one time. 
Therefore, at this tim e, I will merely 
allude to a few of its most prominent 
characteristics and chronicle a few of 
the noteworthy events of the day. 
Anaheim is famed for its charming, 
home-likc cottages, and surpassingly 
% beautiful gardens, in w hich the Bow­ 
ery kingdom 
is 
w ell represented. 
Tourists who come to Los Angeles 
should not fail to pay this pretty little 
village and surroundings, 
á visit. 
It will show, better than any other 
place in t'aliforuia, what ran he made 
out of what iran a barren waste. 
Two 
lintels, the “ Planters’ ’’ and the “Ana­ 
heim ,” each of which is more com mo­ 
dious, ami better kept than are hotels 
usually found in places of this size, 
offer rest and refreshments to the wea­ 
ry traveller. 
Your hum ble writer put 
up at the “Planters” and fared well. 
If compatible w ith the order of things, 
he would have put u p at both houses,as 
lie found both proprietors to he cour­ 
teous and gentlem anly. 
Seeing the oflice of the Californian, 
I ventured thither entering tntFsanc- 
t il in, I found the genial editor, Mr. Mel­ 
rose, engaged in “ setting up” some 
good things for the readers of his pa. 
per. The com plim ents of tin* H e r a ld 
were forthwith presented, and in re­ 
turn tin* good will of the Californian 
was assured. 
Under the office of the Californian is 
tin* book-store and news depot of Clark 
& Austin, one of th r firm firms of the 
town, and with whom the H e r a ld 
headquarters w ill he established for 
Anaheim and vicinity. 
The beautiful church editiee, recent­ 
ly dedicated, is about the handsomest 
in the county, und is situated in the 
center of a thrifty vineyard. 
As the 
building is the “ H ouse of the Ixird,” 
it is presumable that 
the vineyard 
goes with the property. 
Tin* buildings 
thus far are of lumber, but a good qual­ 
ity of hiick is being made near the 
city. 
A new Odd F ellow s’ H all is 
now nearly finished, of that material, 
and is a creditable im provem ent to the 
town. 
At an early hour in the forenoon of 
Wednesday, two 
rather suspicious- 
lojking personages were observed, tra­ 
versing the streets as though looking 
for somebody, or rivaling each other in 
• obtaining the most reliable data for a 
city directory. 
From the best infor­ 
mation obtainable, I supposed them to 
liave com e from Los A ngeles. 
They 
were not together, nor did they t ravel 
in the sam e vehicle; hut judgiiig from 
the sim ilarity of their manoeuvres, 
and their m anner of interview ing the 
citizens, 1 concluded both were on the 
same m ission. 
W hile sitting at the hotel office in

The force of habit was very 
clearly illustrated in the speaker, as he 
persistently addressed the audience as 
“G entlem en of the Jury,” to the great 
merriment of all present, particularly 
tlie lady w ho graced the occasion by 
her presence, and occupied one of the 
front seats. A citizen of A naheim then 
made a “few remarks” in an animated 
manner, and thoroughly reviewed the 
whole situation; after which tho crowd 
dispersed, feeling that all could now 
vote nnderstandingly, at least on the 
U>th instant. 
During a future visit, I hope to give 
tlie* readers of the H er a l d additional 
facts about Anaheim ; and before clos­ 
ing, w ill say that the advent of the 
H er a l d w as hailed with much pleas­ 
ure and interest by the people ot A na­ 
heim , and a liberal patronage for it, 
there, is bespoken.

Whether the charge Ik- a just one, 
nr whether it be exaggerated, one 
thing is certain, ship captains are 
brutally autocratic. 
There are thous­ 
ands of instances of despotism in the 
U. S. Merchant Marine that are never 
reported. The commanders of vessels 
that make long voyages have an al­ 
most absolute power. That it is sadly 
abused is undeniable. That it maybe 
corrected severe legislation is needed.

The epizootic has again made its ap­ 
pearance in a malignant form among 
tlie horses about McMinnville, Or. 
Goal from Lanelui Plana mines, in 
Amador county, lias been tested in 
Sacramento and found of excellent 
quality. 
An Italian miner, whose name is not 
given, fell down a shaft in tlie Oneida 
mine, near Jackson, Amador county, 
and was killed. 
The World is positive that Judge 
Hayes, one of the sterling citizens of 
San Diego, w ill be elected Judge of 
tliut District 011 Wednesday next.

Tlie people of Humboldt county are 
pushing tlie coast line telegraph along 
und are moving in tlie construction of 
a wagon road through to Mendocino 
county. 
Some weeks since mention was made 
of a field of fine grain belonging to 
Shaw, on Sherman island. 
He has 
since threshed, from twenty-five acres, 
700 sacks of wheat. 
The Treasurer of Sail Joaquin coun­ 
ty luis been indicted for not living at 
the county seat. 
His trial is set for 
the 18th, prior to which tinte ho is ex­ 
pected to move into town. 
George N. Bennett, under indict­ 
ment for the murder of Murslial J. P. 
1). Wilkins, of Stockton, in March 
last, lias given bail, with four sureties, 
each justifying in the sum of $10,000. 
Twenty-one inches of ruin fell this 
summer in Aguangu valley, San Die­ 
go county. This favored spot is on 
tlie edge of tlie desert.

Two brothers, John 
und l«ee Alberty, were shot by Mr. 
Abbot. Tlie difficulty was about the 
land 011 which tlie affray took place. 
The French residents of San Fran­ 
cisco have presented to M.TIiiers a mag­ 
nificent album, valued at $1,*>50. The 
testimonial is a box, 12x!i inches in 
the clear, made of the richest Califor­ 
nia woods, containing upwards of fif­ 
ty different species—California laurel, 
three or four different species, white, 
greed, yellow Hiid(hluck; birds-eye red­ 
wood, two species; also, maple, ash, 
willow, mauzanito, madroño, white 
mahogany. PortOrford cedar, root; and 
tlie following coast woods: rosewood, 
ebony, boxwood, eoa, zebra. 
Besides 
these, we find the luntul, lauzanito, 
(perfumed 
wood,) the iron wood, 
(which takes the name from its pecu­ 
liar hardness, the coconnut, and many 
others. 


The Colusa Sun lias the following 
geological problem: 
Mr. Greenleaf, 
who resides just north of Sand Creek, 
011 the edge of tlie Plains, about six­ 
teen miles southwest of Colusa, had to 
bore a well 1*>4 feet deep to get a suffi­ 
cient supply of water. He purchased 
of G a y A. Kimball a deep-well pump 
and pipes to go within a few feet of the 
bottom. 
His pump will be over 150 
feet from the surface. 
He struck a 
small stream of water in about 90 feet. 
It has always been a mystery to us 
why tlie water in the valley just above 
Sand Creek, and the Ohio itouse tim ­ 
ber, should be on so much deeper level 
than in other portions of the valley; 
it is from ten to forty feet of Mater, a 
good deal owing to the elevation of 
tlie spot; and just south of this imme­ 
diate neighborhood we again come to 
shallow wells. 
When digging for wa­ 
ter in this vicinity persons have come, 
when down about forty feet, to wliut 
seems to have been the top of the 
ground at no distant day. 
W e re­ 
member, some years ago, of some 
well-diggers finding some coals und 
brands, arranged as though it hud 
been a small camp-fire, down some 
forty or fifty feet below the surface, 
A short time ago, some men were dig­ 
ging a well, and found tlie bones of a 
deer down about the same distance. 
W e Mould like to have a geological 
explanation of tiiat neighborhood. 
Near the Oreana mine, Nut Pine 
valley, Nevada, are three small lakes, 
in one of which no bottom lias been 
found with any sounding-line that lias 
yet been tried ¡11 it. 
Tlie lake is sup­ 
posed to occupy the site of the crater 
of an ancient volcano.

Mark Twain's Latest. 


Religious Intelligence. 
T h k P r o t e s t a n t E p is c o p a l C on­ 
f r a t e r n i t y . —Herewith the H e r a l d 
publishes an account of an extraordi­ 
nary religious movement now goi ng on 
in America. To whatever faith men 
belong their convictions are entitled 
to respect, but it does seem as if this 
particular school of religious thought 
stood alone. It certainly cannot have 
an abiding place in Protestantism and 
Catholicism, would equally reject it. 
The article is worthy of notice, ns its 
statistics show that one Bishop and six­ 
ty five American Episcopalian minis­ 
ters are associated together. Surely 
this íh a curious phase of religious 
feeling! 
The associates of the American 
branch of t he Confraternity of the 
Blessed Sacrament (Protestant Epis­ 
copal) held their annual Conference in 
New York the last of June, simul- 
lanously with the annual gathering 
in London. 
The first vespers were sung in St. 
lgnatious’ Church, of which ltev. I)r. 
Ewer, Superior-i teñera 1 of the Ameri­ 
can Order, is Rector. The procession 
entered the church from the sacristy in 
the following order: Crucifer, choir 
boys and men, the reverend clergy, 
the Superior-General, the preacher, 
officiants, banner-bearer acolytes, and 
the Right Rev. Bishop of Tennessee. 
Rev. J. W. Shackelford, of tli's city, 
was the officiant. 
The next morning (Corpus Christi) 
there were 
Masses every hour 
at the churches of St. Ignatius, St. 
Mary the Virgin and St. Alban. The 
Bishop of Tennessee celebrated at St. 
Ignatius’ Church at the seven o’clock 
Mass. 
At eleven o'clock High Mass was 
celebrated at the church of St. Mary 
the Virgin, of which the Secretary of 
the C. B. S., Rev. T. McKee Brown, 
is Rector. The Superior-General was 
the celebrant, and the Rev. Father 
Grafton, S. S. J. E., the preacher. In 
his sermon he argued that the three 
great truths of priests, altar and sacri­ 
fice are distinctly taught in the prayer- 
book and closed with an earnest ap­ 
peal to all present, anti especially to 
his brothers in the priesthood, to hold 
firmly and preach faithfully the great 
doctrines of the real presence and sac­ 
rifice of the altar. 
After Mass the annual conference 
look place. The Superior-! teñera! was 
re-elected and gave ids annual address, 
in whicli he congratulated his brothers 
that the principle of non-communi­ 
cating attendance and the vital truth 
involved therein, namely, that the 
blessed eueharist is u holy sacrifice as 
well as a sacrament—lin'd been suc­ 
cessfully asserted in the general semi­ 
nary of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church: that there were now sixty- 
five priests associates, as against twen- 
to-one in 180!»; that eucharistic vest­ 
ments are worn in sixteen out of forty- 
one dioceses, and that eucharistic 
lights have recently and without ob­ 
jection been introduced in Trinity 
Church, New York. He remarked that 
the lookout everywhere in the Ameri­ 
can Church was very cheering to tlie 
Catholic, and closed by saying that, 
although Catholicity is ridiculed, it 
prayed for its misguided persecutors. 
Rev. Dr. Batteeson offered the fol­ 
lowing resolution, which was unani­ 
mously adopted: 
. 
Jteiulvedf That tile secretary be di­ 
rected to forward semi-annually to 
all priests associates a printed list of 
all priests associates, wiiich list is to 
be considered confidential. 
On motion of Rev. Father Grafton, 
a resolution of thanks to ltev. W. J. 
15. Bennett, of Frome Helwood, Eng­ 
land, was adopted, for his vindication 
of the doctrine of the real presence in 
the Church of England. 
At the close of this business meeting 
the minima Chriat was said, the pray­ 
ers for the confraternity and the repose 
of the souls of the deutl were offered, 
and the Conference was brought to a 
close. 
The Dublin Paat, of September 22d, 
says: Father O’Keefe, on Saturday 
last, went to Kilkenny and sought an 
interview with the Bishop, and fully 
and unreservedly tendered his submis­ 
sion to tlie Episcopal jurisdiction. In 
testimony or the earnestness of his 
submission,FatherO’Keefe announced 
that he would not celebrate the cus­ 
tomary mass on the following day, or 
officiate anywhere publicly in a church. 
This intelligence, the Pont says, will 
lie received with joy, not only by every 
Catholic in Ireland, nut by every Cath­ 
olic throughout the civilized world.” 
The Han Francisco Pacific, of Octo­ 
ber 2d, gives this intelligence: The 
Second Congregational Church in Oak­ 
land, from the pastorate of which Rev. 
D. B. Gray was last week dismissed, 
after a pastorate of nearly four years, 
has a total membership of 54. The 
congregation have given to the semi­ 
nary’ and missions, during the past 
year, $140. 
The church at Eureka, Rev. James 
8. McDonald, acting pastor, has a 
membership of :iK 
The Congregational Church at Dix­ 
on, Holano county, with a membership 
of 18, keeps alive its interest in mis­ 
sions and the temperance cause, by 
holding monthly meetings in behalf of 
each. 
Recent explorations have demon­ 
strated that a fine ledge of marble 
crops out on Han Vicente Creek, about 
miles from the coast, in Santa < ’ruz 
county. The ledge is of the best qual­ 
ity, seamed with black, red, and blue 
veins, and capable of excellent polish. 
The best quulity of lime might be 
manufactured from the lime-stone in 
the vicinity. The bed of the Creek 
exposes the ledge for over a mile in 
length, and the nearly perpendicular 
wans on either side of the stream are 
over a hundred feet high. 


The Treatm ent of Criminals at \ e a - 
gate Prison. 
An American lady who lias been 
shown through one of tho shows of 
London— Newgate—the other day, ex­ 
pressed herself rather forcibly to the 
warder concerning several features of 
the prison which hardly appeared to 
her to be human. Hhc was grieved to 
see tho elaborate and new machinery 
for holding the prisoners tight while 
being tlogged with the eat, stocks for 
holding their feet, and similar ar­ 
rangements for the body and hands. 
The lady asked where the thumh-screw 
was. The warder innocently replied 
that they hadn't any. However, he 
must afterwards have pondered more 
profoundly over the sarcasm of the in­ 
quiry, for more recently another Amer­ 
ican lady, upon giving expression of 
a similar feeling about the resuscitated 
stocks, was told by tho warder that 
they had managed to get along there 
without Hogging for many years un­ 
til some Americans came over ami be­ 
gan to garrote the citizens, and this 
was found to be the only way of deal­ 
ing with them. The lady replied that 
it must have been because the Eng­ 
lish came over there and took their 
business, since American prisons were 
full of Englishmen. “However,” she 
added, “we don’t torture them.” 
On coming to the small alley in 
which executed criminals are buried, 
this lady— who is a good Quaker— 
shuddered at that, and the warder 
said:“You will notice here that ours isa 
great improvement over the Ameri­ 
can plan. 
In America they give 
die bodies of executed criminals to 
their friends, who, as likely as not, 
make a hero of him, and bury him 
with pomp. But these scoundrels 
dread being buried away in this alley 
almost as much as they dread t he 
gallows. This is a chief part of their 
punishment.” 
The lady having suggested that exe­ 
cution was quite enough, the warder 
replied: “Not a hit of it. 
1 
was showing our place the oth­ 
er day to a remarkably intelligent 
American, who]admired our arrange­ 
ments exceedingly, only he thought 
we were too lenient. The gentleman 
said that the great mistake in America 
was leniency. ‘Would you believe 
it’.” said lie, ‘we caught a rascal in 
America the other «lay, whom we 
ought to immediately have burned, 
and we only hung him. But we are 
coming to Our senses, and are now 
making arrangements to burn certain 
men for whom the gallows is too good.” 
“Will thee be good enough to tell me 
the lláme of the American gentleman 
who made that remark to thee?” said 
t lie Quakeress. 
“Ah, yes,” said the ward, reflective­ 
ly, “let me see—it was a Mr. Mark 
Twain.—[Correspondence of the Cin­ 
cinnati.
